Cunningham urges her 
peers to keep “open minds”

WILMINGTON - If you've 
never tried sushi, you should try 
it. If you've never traveled to 
Africa, you should travel. If 
you’ve never been to the opera, 
go. 

When Shannon Cunningham, 
the Valedictorian of Wilmington 
High School's Class of 2000, stood 
before her classmates during 
their graduation ceremony on 
Sunday, June 4, it was those three 
colorful examples that she 
offered that crystallized the 
theme of her parting speech. 

Said Cunningham, “As we 
begin our next step and say good- 
bye to the many familiarities of 
our childhood, it is important to 
keep this thought at heart: Be 
open-minded. We must welcome 
new experiences, new ideas and 
new people into our lives.” 

Indeed. For the 158 graduating 
seniors, it is a time in which they 
find themselves standing high on 
a cliff. Behind them is all of the 
comfort they have ever known: 
their supportive families, their 
best of friends, their inspiring 
teachers and their familiar sur- 
roundings. Out front of them is a 
wide open space, inviting them to 
break free and fly and blaze their 
own paths. 

There is a twist, though. For 
the first time since school began 
for them in Kindergarten, it is a 
path that they must blaze inde- 
pendently from their classmates. 
It is a path on which they can 
make their own unique contribu- 
tion to the world. 

“We have grown up with peers 
who have been predominantly of 
the same race, religion and 
socioeconomic background,” stat- 
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ed Cunningham. “As we enter 
college and the work force, we 
will meet people of different 
creeds, colors or attitudes. Do 
not turn your back on a person 
who is not like you. Or, rather, do 
not assume that he or she is not 
like you. A different skin color or 
a different sexual orientation is 
no reason to believe that a person 
does not enjoy the same hobbies

that you do, or have the same 
principles that you do.” 

At the same time, Cunningham 
recommended to her peers that 
they appreciate and respect cer- 
tain stark differences when they 
do encounter them throughout 
their lives. 

“Your beliefs and morals have 
been molded by your family, by 
your friends, by your teachers, 
and by others in this town,” said 
Cunningham. “You all have cer- 
tain opinions of the world around 


you, but you must remember that 
your views are just that.” 

Added Cunningham, “You will 
encounter many different beliefs 
and ways of thinking in your lives. 
Respect them all, even if you dis- 
agree with them. Listen to what 
people have to say. Think about 
what others have to say. You may 
even change your own beliefs as a 
result.” 

Cunningham spoke of the com- 
fort and security that she and her 
fellow seniors have been afforded 
during these first eighteen years 
of their lives. As she and her 
classmates now venture into 
unknown territory to recreate 
that comfort and security for 
themselves, Cunningham offered 
sunny words of optimism and 
encouragement. 

“Do not be afraid to leave 
familiarity behind for new and 
unknown things,” she said. “We 
have yet to experience the world. 
It is out there, waiting for us. All 
we have to do is grab hold of it.” 

Acknowledging that the time 
had come for them to part, 
Cunningham offered a quote from 
a certain writer that she and her 
classmates no doubt had to read 
and study at various points 
throughout their young academic 
careers. 

Quoted Cunningham, “As 
Shakespeare would say, ‘Whether 
we shall meet again, I know not. 
If we do meet again, why then we 
shall smile. If not, this parting is 
well made.”

Neglect found in teacher case

WILMINGTON The 
Department of Social Services 
(DSS), has completed it’s investi- 
gation into charges that a North 
Intermediate School teacher 
neglected several students. 

In a_ report sent to 
Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Geraldine O'Donnell, the 
Department did find neglect on 
the part of the teacher. DSS 
Spokesperson Carol Yelverton 
described it as inappropriate 
behavior not to the benefit of stu- 
dents. Yelverton went on to con- 
firm that in no way was any stu- 
dent assaulted or injured. 

Yelverton said the department 
found no criminal behavior on the 
part of the teacher. 

DSS defines neglect as: 
“Failure by a caretaker, either 
deliberately or through negli- 
gence or inability, to take those 
actions necessary to provide a 


child with minimally adequate 
food, clothing, shelter, medical 
care, supervision, emotional sta- 
bility and growth, or other essen- 
tial care; provided, however, that 
such inability is not due solely to 
inadequate economic resources 
or solely to the existence of a 
handicapping condition. This def- 
inition is not dependent upon 
location (ie. neglect can occur 
while the child is in an out-of- 
town setting).”

O'Donnell noted that the 
appropriate action against the 
teacher was taken, and the teach- 
er is slated to retire at the end of 
June. 

When asked whether the 
teacher's pension would be 
affected by the charges, 
O’Donnell declined comment stat-

New public safety building could 
be completed in November

WILMINGTON - Have you 
driven down Church Street lately? 
If you have, then you’ve probably 
noticed that the new Public 
Safety Building is quickly taking 
shape. 

“It’s exciting,” says 
Superintendent of Public 
Buildings Roger Lessard of the 
future home of the Wilmington 
Police and Fire Departments. 
“Everything is going as predict- 
ed.” 

For starters, the wooden A- 
Frame structure of the building is 
in place, as well as its supportive 
steel lentils. The cement for the 
floors has been poured. The brick 
siding of the building is currently 
in construction, with the laying 
of brick at the front of the struc- 
ture to begin taking place next 
month. 

Even a hose tower, from which 
firefighters will hang their hoses 
to dry, is up and ready. 


Donham & Sweeney, an archi- 
tectural firm in Boston, is mas- 
terminding the operation. 
Currently, the firm is going 
through a wide range of possible 
interior colors and aesthetics for 
the building-to-be. 

Does Lessard have an idea as 
to what color schemes may 
match the site’s location? 

“Believe me,” he jokes in 
response, “that's not my exper- 
tise.” 

When possibilities of color 
schemes are selected by the firm, 
the architects will present them 
to Town Manager Michael Caira, 
Fire Chief Daniel Stewart and 
members of the Permanent 
Building Committee. At the 
moment, the date of completion 
for this stage of construction is 
uncertain. 

The building, which began con- 
struction in October of 1999, could 
be up and running by mid- 
November. For the members of 
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the Wilmington Police and Fire 
Departments, it will be their new 
home. 

The L-shaped building sits at 
the corner of Church and 
Adelaide Streets. In that respect 
there will be some things about 
the big move that won't change 
for both departments. 

“The fire station apparatus 
will still exit onto Church | street, 
just like it does now,” says 
Lessard. “The police will still exit 
on Adelaide Street, as well.” 

Lessard estimates that the cur 
rent police station, which is quite 
a small building that sits amidst 
the construction on Adelaide 
Street, will be torn down in early 
2001. Lessard’s Department of 
Public Buildings, which is cur- 
rently situated at the Whitfield 
School in North Wilmington, will 
move to the fire station's current 
location at 30 Church Street

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What to do 
if you are in 
an accident 


All too often we as police officers are dispatched to car accidents, 
and about 9 percent of the time, we observe that all too familiar look 
on people's faces. It's the look of trauma, fear, confusion and 
helplessness. This month I would like to provide a refresher for what 
to do if you are involved in a car accident in the future. Feel free to 
use this article as a reference to keep in your car, and if you have 
children who drive, share this information with them 

First of all, if you are involved in an accident, remain calm. The 
situation is probably going to be nerve wracking enough without 
people losing their tempers. Yelling at the other person, or accusing 
the other driver of being at fault is only going to compound the 
problem 

Secondly, make sure you and your passengers are okay. If you 
have any doubt about possible injuries, the injured person should not 
be moved unless there is imminent fear of them being further injured, 
by fire forexample Which brings me to my first reminder. Any motor 
vehicle accident with injuries must, by law, be reported to the police. 
This includes a one car accident where just the driver himself is 
injured. Failing to do so, can bring criminal charges 

If you are not injured, and are able to exit your vehicle and speak 
with the other driver, make sure they are not injured, and assess the 
damage to the vehicles. Now for my second reminder: If there is a 
combined total of $1,000 or more in property damage, between motor 
vehicles or other property, a report must be filed with the police. If 
you are involved in a minor fender bender and you know there is 
possibility that there is $1,000 worth of damage between your 
the other car, you could exchange information and go on your way 
without required police involvement. If however, it is questionable 
how much d e there is, it's advisable to call the police 

Now let's review the information you need to exchange with the 
other driver. You should provide each other with 

License plate number 

Name, date of birth, driver’s license number, 
number 

The vehicle owner's name, address and telephone number if 
different 

The insurance company name, year, make, model, and description 
of damage to the vehicles 

Any witnesses or passenger's names, addresses and phone num- 
bers 

Name, address, phone number of any owners of property that was 
damaged, (mailboxes, telephone poles, fences, lawns, rock walls 
ete.) 

If the vehicles involved are okay to drive, there are no injuries or 
fatalities, and it is safe to do so, an attempt can be made to move the 
vehicles off to the side of the road or parking lot where it is safe 
Otherwise, leaving them in the roadway can cause another accident 
and other unsafe conditions. 

What if the other driver leaves the scene? Take down the license 
plate number, description of the vehicle, description of the driver, a 
direction of travel and call the police. Do not attempt to chase this 
person, force them off the road, or in any way detain them. Your 
safety is the most important thing! Road rage is a very serious 
concern for us, and we do not want to see you get hurt. If you get the 
information I just listed, we can track this person down for you and 
file the appropriate charges. Leaving the scene of a property damage, 
personal injury or fatal accident are serious crimes in Massachusetts 
and are strictly enforced by police officials. 

Once you have all the appropriate information, call your insurance 
company and tell them what happened. They can assist you in filling 
out your accident reports. Uniform Motor Vehicle Accident Reports 
can be obtained at any Massachusetts police station, and must be 
filled out and returned within five days. The original report goes to 
the Registry of Motor Vehicles in Boston, one copy goes to the police 
department in the jurisdiction where the accident occurred, and one 
copy goes to your insurance agent. A word of caution: be sure to get 
the police department's name and the officer's name who is handling 
your accident if they were called. In the confusion of things, it's easy 
to overlook this. You will need this information for your personal 
records, as well as the accident report. 

Last but certainly of no less importance, be safe! Wear your seat 
belt, observe the speed limit, and other traffic laws, and do not engage 
in foolish acts of road rage or any other hazardous driving. Driving 
is a privilege for us all, and to be safe we must drive responsibly.

WILMINGTON - A lot of things sure can happen during a span of four 
years. Especially if those four years begin in the eighth grade and 
conclude in your senior year of high school. 

Just ask Andrew Myers, the Salutatorian of Wilmington High School’s 
Class of 2000. When My took to the podium and addressed his 
smates during the June 4 graduation ceremony on Alumni Field, it 
was from a perspective that had seen its fair share of changes throughout 
his high school education.

“But will we?” he continued. “I like what Mark Twain said: ‘Twenty 
years from now, you will be more disappointed by the things you did not 
do than by the things you did.’”

Warning to consumers: check it out 


Pest control ads left consumers 
in the dark about risks 


BOSTON — Attorney Gener- 
al Tom Reilly today announced 
an agreement with more than 
40 Massachusetts pest control 
companies to end misleading 
claims about the risk of 
pesticides. At the same time, 
he warned consumers to check 
out the company before you 
have pest control work done In 
your home. 

Today's settlement stops 
companies from claiming in 
their ads that pesticides are 
risk free. The agreements are 
part of an initiative by At- 
torney General Reilly's office 
and the Pesticides Bureau of 
the state Department of Food 
and Agriculture to enforce the 
law and to educate pest con- 
trollers about proper market- 
ing techniques. 

“These ads left consumers in 
the dark about the potential 
risks of pesticides,” said At- 
torney General Reilly. “A 
healthy looking child in the 
Yellow Pages may tell con- 
sumers one thing, but research 
tells us something else. You 
simply can’t let consumers be- 
lieve that pesticides are risk- 
free just to make a sale. We 
hope this action ends that prac- 
tice.” 

“This action will enhance 
the effectiveness of the Act to 
Protect Children and Families, 
which Gov. Cellucci signed into 
law last week,” said Environ- 
mental Affairs Secretary Bob 
Durand. “That bill bans the use 
of certain pesticides in school 
and chiidcare settings and calls 
for parental notice when al- 
lowed pesticides are used. Now 
consumers will know exactly 
what risks are inherent \in 
pesticides and public health in- 
terests will be served.” 

Because of the inherently 
hazardous nature of many. of 
the chemicals used in the 
pesticide industry, the agree- 


ments compel pesticide control- 
lers to stop running advertise- 
ments that suggest pesticides 
pose no harm to the environ- 
ment. 

The agreements prohibit ads 
that: 

* State or imply that pest 
control methods are “safe” or 
“environmentally friendly;” 

* Claim the chemicals are 
government-approved; 

* Rely on images of young 
children to convey a sense of 
harmlessness. 

“We're pleased that the pest 
control community is cooperat- 
ing with the Attorney General’s 
Office,” said Jonathan Healy, 
commissioner of the Depart- 
ment of Food and Agriculture. 
“In order for consumers to 
make truly informed purchas- 
ing decisions, advertising must 
accurately describe the goods 
or services being offered. This 
initiative ensures that advertis- 
ing will serve the needs of con- 
sumers.” 

In August 1998, the Attorney 
General's Office contacted pest 
control companies throughout 
the state to notify them that 
the AG believed that their Yel- 
low Pages advertising could 
mislead consumers into believ- 


ing that using chemical 
pesticides is a risk-free enter- 
prise. 


The Attorney General's Of- 
fice then held a meeting with 
more than.40 representatives of 
the industry to discuss the ads 
and the Attorney General’s ap- 
proach to combating the prob- 
lem. 

Under the settlement the At- 
torney General reached with 
all the targeted companies, 
most signed agreements to 
change their ads and some 
proved that they already 
changed their ads. The prob- 
lem advertising was initially 
brought to the AG's attention 


by the Massachusetts Public 
Interest Research Group. 

“Attorney General Reilly is 
absolutely right to demand 
‘truth in advertising,’ especial- 
ly when the product being sold 
is a pesticide poison,” said Paul 
Burns. MASSPIRG Environ- 
mental Attorney. 

“We are hopeful that MAS- 
SPIRG’s working together with 
the Attorney General’s Office 
will help ensure that the 
hazards of toxic pesticides will 
no longer be hidden from the 
public and that safer alterna- 
tives will finally be given a 
chance to succeed.” 

“Homeowners should be 
careful when it comes to pest 
control,” warned Reilly. “Our 
message to consumers is 
simple: make sure the compa- 
ny you hire is properly licensed 
and can do the job in the least 
intrusive way possible.” 

Massachusetts law requires 
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all those who commercially 
apply pesticides to be licensed 
and, in some cases, certified by 
the Department of Food and 
Agriculture, an agency within 
the Executive Office of En- 
vironmental Affairs. 

Due to the possible environ- 


mental and public health 
hazards associated _—with 
pesticide use, there is a 


widespread effort to identify 
ways to reduce the use of 
chemical pesticides in homes 
and on lawns. 

Assistant Attorney General 
Andrew Goldberg and 
Paralegal Freda Boden of Reil- 
ly’s Environmental Protection 
Division are handling the case. 
Brad Mitchell, Chief of DFAls 
Pesticides Bureau, and Jolin

On-line auctions — 
Make sure your money 


isn't going, going ... 


WILMINGTON - More and more Wilmington people are 
visiting on-line Internet auction sites these days. However, 
there are a few simple steps consumers can take to help 
ensure a satisfactory experience. 

The following information is reprinted from the 
“Consumer Alert” publication of state Attorney General 
Thomas Reilly's Office: 

On-line auctions can offer a fun and unique way to find 
all kinds of merchandise and collectibles on the Internet. 
Consumers need to be careful when bidding on and purchas- 
ing items on-line, since most auction sites simply bring the 
buyer and seller together and consumers do not have the 
same protections that are provided by law against retailers. 

Here are some tips if you are planning on placing an on- 
line bid: 

* Check out the site’s consumer protection policies. Even 
though these sites do not guarantee satisfaction with your 
purchase, they want your business and are taking steps to 
make consumers more comfortable. Some insure purchases 
up to a certain amount (usually around $200) at no cost to 
you, and will try to help you if you are the victim of fraud. 

* Once you have been notified that your bid was success- 
ful, make contact with the seller, by telephone if possible, to 
arrange for payment. Chances are that he or she lives in an- 
other state or even another country, so it is important to ob- 
tain dependable contact information should there be any 
problems with the transaction. 

* Whenever possible, pay with your credit card. Many 
auction sites now offer individual sellers a service for a 
small fee that allows them to process your purchase by 
credit card. By using a credit card rather than a postal 
money order or certified check, under federal law you may 
only be liable for up to $50 in case of a fraudulent charge on 
your card, as long as you report any such charge to your 
credit card company in a timely manner.

New football playoff 
format implemented

‘The Massachusetts Interscholas- 
tic Athletic Association Football 
Committee voted 11-1 on Monday to 
add a second Super Bowl game into 
high school football games starting 
in the year 2001 at a meeting held 
Monday afternoon at the MIAA's 
headquarters in Milford. 

This new format means there 
will be just one champion in each of 
the six divisions from Eastern 
Mass., eliminating the two champi- 
ons in each of the divisions. The 
new format, presented by Bob 
Bancroft and Dana Almeida of the 
playoff football committee, calls 
for regular Thanksgiving games to 
be played, followed by a semi-final 
game to be played the following 
Tuesday at a neutral site field, and 
then the "Super Bowl" game to be 
played that Saturday or Sunday at 
Boston University. The Super Bowl 
game suggested in the new format, 
is the same day as previously held. 

"The Super Bowl is such a great 
experience," said Bancroft. "We 
would like to see it taken one more 
step." 

Tewksbury High football coach 
Brian Aylward was all smiles when 
he heard the news at the athletic 
awards banquet on Monday night. 

"We're all for it. I think it's a 
great idea to have one true cham- 
pion. I don't think it diminishes the 
season the [semi-final game loser] 
has," he said. 

Concerns on the format came 
from the MIAA Medical Commit- 
tee, but research done by both 
Bancroft and Almeida insure that 
less injuries occur when student- 
athletes play three games within 9 


days, than they do in practice. 
Bancroft and Almeida said in doing 
research of the other seven states 
that do the same format, in particu- 
lar Rhode Island and Connecticut, 
that injuries aren't as common that 
time of the season because teams 
don't practice as much; or practice 
as much contact 

"At that time of the season you 
don't practice much," said Aylward. 
"It gets dark real early, plus you 
have to spend so much time on the 
mental preparation [of the team 
you are facing] so you don't have 
real tough practices." 

Brian's father Bob, the TMHS 
Athletic Director, was in attendance 
but he thought one of the agendas of 
the meeting was going to be about 
the alignment of football teams and 
divisions. That meeting won't be 
until thesummer, and MIAA Deputy 
Chief Bill Gaine assured the foot- 
ball committee that the new playoff 
system had nothing to do with the 
new alignment. Whispers of the 
alignment have the Merrimack 
Valley Conference moving to Divi- 
sion 1 and the Greater Boston 
League (Everett and company) 
move down to Division 2 or possibly 
Division 3. 

"I feel the same way as most 
other high school football coaches 
where I'd like to see just one cham- 
pion," said Wilmington football 
coach Bob Almeida. "I don't think 
it's an unfaith to play on Tuesday 
and Saturday, but if we ever get a 
chance to play in the big game, I'd 
want more time to prepare. I don't 
understand why the season can't be 
pushed back a week. I have mixed 
feelings on [the new format], but 
it's also nice to have just one cham- 
pion."

And you thought that April 
15th was better known as 
Income Tax Day,” notes the 
“Stoneham Independent.” 

“For Stoneham resident 
Almena Eastman, this past 
April 15th was so much more 
than that. It was the day she 
turned 100 years old. 

“Eastman was born in 
Provincetown, Massachusetts in 
1900. Her father was a first gen- 
eration Portuguese-American 
Her mother was born in Spain 
and moved to America with her 
family when she was 12 years 
old. 

“My dad’s mother and father 
were married in Portugal,’ 
Eastman says. ‘They came to 
America for their honeymoon 
and they decided to stay here. 
Their last name was ‘Silva,’ so 
that is my maiden name’ 

“When she was a teenager, 
she lived with an aunt of hers in 
Cambridge. Later, she moved to 
Medford, where she lived next 
door to a certain historical fig- 
ure who will be mentioned here 
in a moment. 

“In 1935, she married her hus- 
band, Merle, a native of Nova 
Scotia, who, incidentally, is a 
‘mere’ 90 years old. In 1957, the 
Eastmans moved to a house on 
Montvale Avenue here in 
Stoneham, and they have lived 
here ever since. 

“Almena and Merle Eastman 
met on a boat in Provincetown. 
It was a fitting scenario for both 
of them because both had been 
growing up around boats and 
the ocean and loved them. 

“I spotted her on the 
Provincetown boat,’ Merle 
remembers fondly. With a blend 
of affection and humor, he con- 
tinues. ‘She looked like the lone- 
ly type, you know - that’s how 
they get ya, you see. I can see 
that she wanted me that bad, so 
I figured, hey, why should I look 
any further? We spotted each 
other, and we didn’t want to lose 
each other. We've been together 
ever since.’ 

“Throughout their marriage, 
the Eastmans have seen their 
family grow to include two chil- 
dren, five grandchildren, and 
four great-grandchildren. 

“Every year her family 
throws a birthday party for her. 
This year, of course, was no 
exception. Her friends and fami- 
ly gathered at the Wilmington/ 
Tewksbury Knights of Columbus 
Club to throw her a birthday 
bash that had been a century in 
the making. 

“Here are just a few interest- 
ing things about Almena 
Eastman that you might find fun 
to know.

“Too often in the past,” Towse 
said, “We have found out about 
things when they've already 
happened.” 

One such incident occurred 
about 20 years ago when the 
MDC built a cellular telephone 
in the area that is sup. 
posed to be protected for passive 
recreation or water protection 
purposes only. According to 
Towse, after building it, the 
MDC had to go to the state legis. 
lature to receive permission to 
keep it on the land 

“The Conservation Commis 
sion in Stoneham is deeply con- 
cerned with ything that hap: 
pens in the area,” Towse said 

That concern is justly so. The 
area in question is surrounded 
by wetlands that act as a buffer 
between the proposed recreation 
facility and the residential area 
of combined old and new homes. 

By the same token, it would 
seem that the people living in 
the area would be glad to be rid 
of the unsightly maintenance 
yard, which now has old and 
new trucks, piles of sand and 
even a junked bus parked on it 

The Stoneham Independent 
article noted that there were 
pluses and minuses to the pro: 
posal 

There could be several bene- 
fits to Stoneham citizens such as 
taking “the cost of building and 
maintaining the facility off the 
backs of the tax payers and still 
maintain the public value of the 
rink” Festa stated 

Attorney Cicatelli said his 
group is worried about traffic 
safety, noise and destruction of 
wetlands. This position is held 
by a large group of supporters 
from all around Stoneham 

“The main problem is no one 
knows what's going on,” 
Cicatelli said. “Since this is 
state land they haven't had to 
deal with local zoning or site 
plan.” Selectman Darin Leahy 
agreed that the town must be 
more involved 

“This project is in Stoneham, 
and the MDC and our legislators 
should involve the selectmen 
and neighbors in the process,” 
Leahy said 

“The first thing 1 am con- 
cerned about,” Towse said, “is 
the lack of any real information 
about (the proposal ).” 

According to Dan Towse, the 
MDC controls about one-third of 
the land in Stoneham and all of 
it is in the southern end of the 
town. His research shows that

“Too often in the past,” Towse 
said, “We have found out about 
things when they've already 
happened.” 

One such incident occurred 
about 20 years ago when the 
MDC built a cellular telephone 
tower in the area that is sup- 
posed to be protected for passive 
recreation or water protection 
purposes only. According to 
Towse, after building it, the 
MDC had to go to the state legis. 
lature to receive permission to 
keep it on the land 

“The Conservation Commis. 
sion in Stoneham is deeply con- 
cerned with anything that hap: 
pens in the area,” Towse said 

That concern is justly so. The 
area in question is surrounded 
by wetlands that act as a buffer 
between the proposed recreation 
facility and the residential area 
of combined old and new homes. 

By the same token, it would 
seem that the people living in 
the area would be glad to be rid 
of the unsightly maintenance 
yard, which now has old and 
new trucks, piles of sand and 
even a junked bus parked on it 

The Stoneham Independent 
article noted that there were 
pluses and minuses to the pro- 
posal 

There could be several bene- 
fits to Stoneham citizens such as 
taking “the cost of building and 
maintaining the facility off the 
backs of the tax payers and still 
maintain the public value of the 
rink” Festa stated 

Attorney Cicatelli said his 
group is worried about traffic 
safety, noise and destruction of 

ands. This position is held 
by a large group of supporters 
from all around Stoneham. 

“The main problem is no one 
knows what's going on,” 
Cicatelli said. “Since this is 
state land they haven't "Had to 
deal with local zoning or site 
plan.”

Commissioner Balfour said 
the meeting included Stoneham 
selectmen, He added that the 
only thing the MDC has done so 
far is to survey the land which 
he walked with town officials 
during that Saturday meeting 

Balfour stated that he person- 
ally attended that meeting as he 
would in the future. However, no 
MDC representative attended 
the Tuesday, May 25 meeting of 
the Stoneham Board of 
Selectmen. 

Representative Festa defend- 
ed the MDC’s absence, saying 
that it does not make sense to 
have a public hearing “before 
any details are final.” 

According to both Balfour 
and Festa, the legislation is not 
complete and design plans for 
the arena have not yet been cre- 
ated. 

The MDC claims nothing is 
set in stone about the site. In a 
proposal they state, “The MDC 
is interested in joining with a 
private partner to develop a 
state of the art ice skating com- 
plex in Metropolitan Boston as 
part of an effort to have a new 
inventory of facilities construct- 
ed based on public/private 
model. We hope that this pilot 
facility will be the catalyst for 
similarly partnered development 
of rinks throughout the MDC 
district and the rest of the com- 
monwealth.”

It is hoped that public/pri- 
vate partnership will cut down 
on some of these costs. Borstel 
notes that a nearby rink in 
Medford will not be shut down, 
for the same reason that the 
construction of the new rink will 
not affect business at 
Stoneham's Town owned rink on 
Montvale Avenue. 

Borstel contends that all of 
the area rinks are booked to 
capacity in an attempt to pro- 
vide enough ice time to all of 
the hockey teams in the area. 

Borstel said, “Nothing has 
been formally proposed to us.” 

He noted that the area is 
being called a recreation facility 
but as of now, the concept does 
not include a plan for a new 
swimming pool and the present 
MDC owned poo! will remain in 
operation. However, Borstel 
would not say that a new pool 
could not be built in the facility. 

At this time the only steps 
being taken is to make prepara- 
tions for a soil test of the site to 
check for any contaminants. 

However, neighbors in the 
area are afraid that MDC 
Commissioner David Balfour is 
too closely tied with Bourque 
and the Boston Bruins and that 
he is intent on having the site 
developed 

One part of the concept is for 
the land to be leased to the pri- 
vate concern for 30 years. 
Borstel said this would protect 
the concern and attract compe- 
tition for the project 

The written proposal states, 
“The MDC is sensitive to the 
need for providing a public ben- 
efit as compensation for this 
proposed use of public property. 
It is the suggestion of the MDC 
that such a public benefit shall 


| be realized with the reduction of 


rental rates for youth hockey 
and youtn skating programs, the 
resulting upgrading in recre- 
ation facilities in the immediate 
area and the fostering of other 
community programs within 
this facility.” 

At present the MDC has not 
received any permission from 
the legislature to use the proper- 
ty for a private purpose.

Single-family home sales 
slowed across Massachusetts in 
the first quarter of 2000 as rising 
interest rates and a sharp drop 
in the inventory of homes for 
sale tempered market activity, 
especially among first-time buy- 
ers according to data issued 
today by the Massachusetts 
Association of Realtors, 

Sales of detached single-fami- 
ly homes fell 12.1 percent during 
the quarter, from 9,280 units in 
the first three months of 1999 to 
8,155 in the same period this 
year, and condominium sales 
declined 3.9 percent, from 2,420 
units in the first quarter last 
year to 2,325 in the same quarter 
of 2000. 

Despite the slower sales pace, 
housing demand remains at 
healthy levels in most market 
areas, MAR officials said, 
‘Across the state there appears 
to be no shortage of buyers, but 
in many instances they're hav- 
ing to modify or extend their 
home search due to a limited 
supply of listings or today’s 
hizher mortgage rates,” stated 
MAR President Fred Meyer. 


enthusiastic to make a major 
purchase like a new home,” he 
added. 

As confirmation of the brisk 
market activity, the MAR data 
show that the 10,480 detached 
single-family homes and condo’s 
sold from January-March 2000 is 
the second highest first quarter 
residential sales total on record 
in the Bay State, surpassed only 
by the 11,700 single-family prop- 
erties sold in the first quarter of 
1999. 

“This cool down in home 
sales was not completely unex- 
pected given the fact we're com- 
ing off four consecutive years of 
record-breaking sales volume,” 
Meyer observed. “It’s unrealistic 
to think the market could sus- 
tain unprecedented sales growth 
indefinitely. I think a slightly 
slower sales pace may actually 
benefit the market, and I’m 
hopeful more opportunities will 
open up as new housing stock 
gets built, so depleted inventory 
can be replenished.”
